Toronto (NNS) — The annual con- 
vention of the Ontario Education- 
al Association was the occasion of 
attacks on militarism in history 
text-books. Before teachers and 
educators from all over Ontario, 
Mrs. Isa M. Byers of the Women’s 
International Lea|gue charged'! that 
nationalism and militarism are ram- 
pant in the history books used in 
the Canadian public schools. Pro- 
fessor Glazebrookj of the History- 
Department of the University of 
Toronto pointed out that in the 
textbooks ob English history used 
in Toronto public schools, 20 to 40 
per cent of the pages were devoted 
to military exploits and to the 
glorification of war. In spite of this 
Mr. Duncan Marshall, deputy min- 
ister of Education for Ontario, an- 
nounced that no decision had been 
reached as to changes in history 
text-books used in the province.

Sooner or later in the course of 
its athletic history, la college 
comes face to face with the prob- 
lem of commercializing athleticfe. 
Often, in an effoi't to boost enroll- 
ment numbeiB, college authorities 
are forced to admit academic 
stumblebums to elevate athletic 
achievements, a sorry substitute in 
the absence of gray matter. In 
many cases, such a course has been 
successful; recently Yale Universi- 
ty, long a proud booster of her non- 
pecuniary views of athletics, re- 
leased exclusive radio rights to 
broadcast her home football games 
for $20,000. She insists that the 
move was absolutely necessajry, 
but was it? Here on the E-town 
campus, we have been persistent in 
maintaining certain academic stand- 
ards to the exclusion of practically 
all physical considerations, and we 
propose to keep to the straight and 
narrow. 

Monday witnessed the first of the 
several baseball struggles that will 
eontitute the fall intramural pro- 
gram : As usual, the turnout was 
amazingly puny and the two league 
leaders put on a fine show for the 
benefit of one or two students. 

Something of the same order has 
existed in most of the gone-by pep 
meetings. Even the freshmen who 
have orders to be on the spot- often 
fail to show up, much less the upper 
classes. 

Heartier support would be great- 
ly appreciated in both respects. 


The annual fall tennis singles 
tournament, ever an able criterion 
of the material that will go to mak« 
up next year’s court squad, is to 
swing into action within the next 
few days. 

Last year’s Freshman flash, Dave 
Schlosser is expected to topple all 
opposition, although the newly ar- 
rived “green ies”, as always, mav 
provide a major upset with the 
proverbial dark horse.

than with its native land. During 
the fifteenth century laws forbidd-] 
ing the playing of golf were pass- 
ed because it threatened the popu-! 
larity of archery. This opposition 
did not long exist for in the next 
century the nobles and the King 
adcepted the game. Then golfing 
clubs were formed by the wealthy 
people of England, but it was not 
until the nineteenth century that 
this game was played by great num- 
bers of common. 

Golf made its appearance in 
American in the late eighties. The 
St. Andrews Golf Club of New 
Yoi-k was the first one organized; 
it began its career in 1888. In 1894 
a sufficient number of clubs had 
been formed to warrant the found- 
ing of the United States Golf As- 
sociation which became the central 
governing body of the sport. Soon 
America became a formidable 
rival of Great Britain in the Inter- 
national matches. During the first 
decade of the present century, nat- 
ional, state, and municipal authori- 
ties began to promote recreation 
and play. This greatly stimulated 
the development of public golf 
courses. At the present time every 
large city has one or more muni- 
cipal courses and numbers thous- 
ands of golf enthusiasts who find 
valuable recreation in the game. 
An estimate places the number of 
golf links in the United States at 
more than twenty-five hundred 
while the number of players are 
estimated at several million. 

Golf has not yet become popular 
as an intercollegiate sport largely 
because few colleges haave access 
to a course for play except at ex- 
cessive rates. However it is grow- 
ing as a college sport. The day 
may not be far distant when Eliza- 
bethtown will develop an intercol- 
legiate golf team. Why not ?

Preparation Schools. 

New furniture, beds, mattresses, 
etc. will be provided for the Fair- 
view Apartments as well as a re- 
organization of the rooming plan 
for men. Hall floors of hardwood 
and new showerbaths are planned 
for the women of Alpha and Me- 
morial Halls. 

A new pipeline to provide an ade- 
quate water supply and fire protec- 
tion is already under construction 
at an estimated expense of ?1,000. 

New adjustable typing desks, ad- 
ditional office equipment, such as an 
addressograph and a calculating ma- 
chine, and new tables and chairs for 
the accounting room feature the 
improvements in the Commercial 
department. The Physics depart- 
ment will be equipped with radio, 
telephone, and television apparatus 
to bring it abreast with modern de- 
mands. 

The financial support for this 
modernization program will be pro- 
vided by funds raised during an 
intensive campaign directed by 
President Schlosser. The increase

London (NNS) — Very quietly the 
Italian government has issued a de- 
cree, forbidding ajl Italian emigra- 
tion to Ethiopia. 

Mussolini’s grand conquest, it 
appears, is turning out to be a big 
“headache.” The return of the Ital- 
ian soldiers has been very slow, 
since there is no place for them in 
Italian economy. These soldiers in 
Africa took the Duce’s promise at 
face value, sent for their families, 
and tried to settle as farmers in the 
conquered territory. For various 
reasons this attempt at colonization 
failed and Mussolini has now forbid- 
den further emigration to Africa.

Tunis, an outstanding sports com- 
mentator, placed Temple, Pitts- 
burgh, Fordham, Notre Dame, Penn- 
sylvania and many others in the first 
division, branding them as out-and- 
out salary players. 

To ease the consciences of the ac- 
cused, one of the Eastern college’s 
publications came out with an insipid 
refutation, employing statements 
such as these: “We feel that Mr. 
Tunis is wasting his breath and time 
making such silly and worthless sug- 
gestions .... Johnny T. Public 
likes his game lust as it is, pseudo- 

professionalized Why not 

let the colleges continues claiming 
that they are working under a ‘sim- 
on-pure’ plan, even though we know 
they aren’t?” 

If educational authorities are sat- 
isfied to let such statements slip, 
all well and good, we can admit that 
we’re on the certain path to academ- 
ic ruin. 

But I don’t believe that in the 
long run, these sweeping claims will 
go unchallenged. Penn State at- 
tempted to answer them with non- 
subsidized athletics and failed, but 
I am certain that this is the first 
step in a long series of attempts to 
evict the athletic bum from college 
ranl^s.

Over One Million 
Marriages Smashed 

New Haven, Conn. — (ACP) — 
Approximately 1,600,000 young 
people who planned to marry have 
had their hopes smashed by the de- 
pression, Professor Mark May, of 
Yale University, told the New Eng- 
land Conference of Women’s Clubs. 
Problems created by their failure 
are acute.

Dr. J. Linwood Eisenberg, the Pro- 
fessor of Education at the Shippens- 
burg State Teachers’ College, de- 
livered a challenging address on the 
subject “Education and Living” be- 
fore an appreciative audience at 
the Annual Founders’ Day Progi’am 
last Friday evening. 

Dr. Eisenberg emphasized the ad- 
vantages of Christian education. 
According to Dr, Eisenberg, Christ- 
ian education creates a better earn- 
ing power, enriches life, develops 
habits and ideals that make more 
profitable use of leisure time, finds 
expression in unselfish service, and 
teaches one to appreciate the vital 
and meaningful things of life. 

He conclude his address with the 
statement that “it is your privilege 
to stand upon the shoulders of the 
experiences of the men and women 
who have lived before you. Be- 
cause of this,” he claims, “you 
will be expected to do more than 
they.” 

Dr. H. K. Ober, President of the 
Board of Trustees, preceded Dr. 
Eisenberg with a challenging pre- 
sentation of “The Functions of the 
Church School.” His plea was that 
the colleges might adopt a Christ- 
ian Philosophy of Living.”

ed job, showing a man trudging along with a sack oi 
coal slung over his shoulder, while underneath him ten 
bold letters announced “stolen coal”. I skipped thru 
its contents to the last page where the Anthracite In- 
stitute left this final admonition: “Have nothing to 
do with stolen goods!” 

No doubt you have seen the stream of trucks laden 
with “black gold” flowing out of the anthracite reg- 
ion into every city and town within a 300 mile radius. 
One out of every ten of those trucks is sure to con- 
tain “Bootleg Coal”. Even our campus boilers have 
been known to be heated by this contraband. 

Ten per cent of the total Anthracite production 
is labeled “bootleg coal.” Four million tons, thirty-two 
million dollars worth in one year. About 13,000 men

The annual spring “Y” Co-Edu- 
cational Training Conference of 
Pennsylvania will convene on the 
campus of Elizabethtown College 
April 23-25. 

It will be the purpose of this 
conference to acclimate members of 
the newly organized “Y” cabinets 
to the tasks before them and to or- 
ganize a program for “Y” work for 
the ensuing school year. _ At this 
convocation will be gathered repre- 
sentatives from the various colleges 
and universities of Pennsylvania. 

In 1931 this campus enjoyed a 
similar privilege of cooperating with 
a conference of the Y. M. C. A. of 
the Eastern District. As a result of 
the hearty cooperation and hospitali- 
ty rendered by churches and indi- 
vidual families in aiding the school 
in sponsoring such a convocation, 
it is the desire of the State .“Y” 
leaders that Elizabethtown might 
again receive a conference on its 
campus. 

Mrs. Wenger, faculty aadvisor of 
the Y. W. C. A. and active “Y” 
worker, speaking of the coming 
conference at Elizabethtown, says, 
“Personally I feel it is quite an hon- 
or to have this conference on our 
campus.” 

The last conference was held at 
Lock Haven State Teachers College, 
at Lock Haven, Penna.

The Board ordered President 
R. W. Schlosser and Dr. H. K. Ober, 
Chairman of the Board, to inter- 
view Rev. G. N. Falkenstein of 
Philadelphia, relative to the facts of 
the early histoi-y of the co-llege,

Last night Professor Baugher in 
speaking before the Board of Christ- 
ina Education of the Church of the 
Brethren, Washington, D. C. on 
Trends in Higher Education of the 
church related colleges, said that 
“significant organizational changes 
have taken place between the church 
and the related colleges. There 
has been a weakening of the bond of 
cooperative effort in higher educa- 
tion between the colleges and the 
related churches. The primary rea- 
son for this definite change in rela- 
tionship is found in the problem of 
financial support of the colleges. It 
is almost a truism, that financial 
support carries with it the right to 
control; and stated conversely, the 
right to control implies the respon- 
sibility to support.” 

In concluding, he recommended: 
that the church related' colleges 
should foster a program of intra- 


Brethren Shall 
Not T ake Excess 
Profits In War 


Building on an already uncompri- 
sing stand in which is included the 
statement that Brethren shall not 
accept excess profits in war time. 
Dr. Kiracofe met with the Commit- 
tee on Legal Council at Elgin, Illi- 
nois, during the Christmas holidays 
to discuss ways and means of gett- 
ing before every Brethren congre- 
gation the procedure the committee 
has outlined for the Young People 
of the Church in the event of war. 

Listed in this procedui’e are the 
types of service considered consist- 
ent and those considered not con- 
sistent with the historical position 
I of the Church, and also a plan of 
action to meet war crises. 

In the event of war the committee 
recommends these measures: “That 

as a denomination %ve present our 
historical position on war and 
peace in the form of memorials to 
the President of the United States, 
governors of states in which we 
have members located, and to such 
local officers who might by their 
position become, members of the 
mobilization system,” and second, 
“That in local congregations the 
pastor or the minister in charge of 
the congregation shall propose or 
prepare those members subject to 
the military call to meet the war 
crises.” 

The committee is also studying 
compulsory military training in 
civil educational institutions and the 
legal status of conscientious object- 
ors.

(President Roosevelt 
deftly took advantage of the Mitchell tradition by 
making a speech, in his last campaign, on Mitchell Day, 
October 29th, in Wilkes Barre.) 'Today Mitchell is 
followed by John Lewis, a national figure, ambitious, 
confident, almost ruthless, cursed privately by his min- 
ers but cheered hoarsely at his public appearances in 
the mine region. You will be doubly interested in 
this article as you see Governor Earle ask for $50,000 
to study the miner’s problems and watch John Lewis 
organize the steel industry and buck the huge Gener- 
al Motors Corporation.

I’ection of Dr. Musick is being chal- 
lenged in its thinking by the lec- 
tures of insurance agents. Dr. 
Musick brings the agents from life 
insurance companies, fire insurance 
companies, and automobile insur- 
ance companies to present to the 
classes for their consideration the 
various problems and situations in 
the insurance business. After a 
brief presentation of the history of 
their company and the discussion 
of the purpose and aims of their 
companies, the period is open for 
questions.

NO FRONTIER NEWS 


Recently world events have been 
under the shadow of a constant 
threat of war by Fascist Italy and 
Germany. Mussolini and Hitler 
both glorify war and the democrat- 
ic countries have recoiled before 
the danger. Yet on closer analysis 
it would appear that there is a 
large element of bluff in Fascist bel- 


I quantity pnd quality by France, 
England, Germany and the Soviets, 
its operation even against defense- 
less Ethiopia was severely criticiz- 
ed by foreign experts. As to infan- 
try, the Duce’s army lacks any real 
offensive power. It is weak in heavy 
artillei’y, heavy tanks and in me- 
chanized reserve. Only in the light 
tanks is it well organized. 

More important, however, than 
existing war machines is the prob- 
lem of reserves. And there is Italy’s 
greatest weakness. During the 
World War, it produced an imposing 
amount of planes, cannons, machine 
guns and rifles, but the raw material 
for this was furnished by the Al- 
lies. Of war-time raw materials, 
Italy has only aluminum, lead and 
zinc in sufficient quantities. Coal, 
copper, nickel, petroleum, tin, 
tungsten, and chromium are almost 
completely lacking, while only a 
fraction of the needed iron ore and 
manganese is available. 

In view of that natui'al deficiency 
it becomes highly important when 
the German Institut fur Konjunk- 
turforschang declares that the Ethi- 
opian War used up all of Italy’s re- 
serves in raw' materials and thlat 
she is unable to replace them with- 
out foreign aid. Moreover, Italy’s 
finances were so demoralized by her 
African war that extensive purchas- 
es abroad have become very difficult 

The military situation is not sat- 
isfactory, either. The new con- 
script armies are not yet fully 
trained. Tanks have been in use 
for only two years and are there- 
fore insufficient in number and not 
well trained in coopei’ating with the 
infantry and the air force. Recent 
maneuvers of both the ’ German and 
Soviet forces showed a great su- 
priority of the Russians, so much so, 
that the British mission at the So- 
viet maneuvers drank a toast “to 
the young and brilliant Red army.’ 

The position of the Fascist powers 
grows steadily worse, due to the 
maddening tempo of obsolescence in 
modern arms.

More important, the- bill hhs been completed to 
perfection and is known as “The Army plan for Uni- 
versal Draft” and is ready to be presented to Con- 
gress as soon as possible. 

In order to get a clearer conception of the plan, 
here are extracts taken directly from, the bill as drawn 
up by tb ecommittee of sixty; 

Be it enacted - . . that during any nation- 
al emergency which in the judgment of the 
president demands the immediate increase of 
the armed forces of the United States, the 
president may, and he hereby is, authorized 
to register 'and select for induction and to in- 
duct into those forces, such male citizens .. . 
who shall have reached the eighteenth anni- 
versary of the day of his birth on or before 
the day or days fixed for registration. . . . 

Any person who shall fail or refuse to present 
himself for registration or refuse to submit 
thereto . . . shall upon convicition in h dis- 
trict court of the United States having juris- 
diction thereof, be punished by imprisonment 
for not more than . . . and shall upon con- 
viction be dnly registered.” 

'The length of prison term is omitted from the 
bill, because upon conviction the individual is register- 
ed, that is, he passes directly to military control and 
probably serves out his sentence under such control. 

The bill further rehds: 

“and such persons (those conscripted) shall 
Le reauired to serve until six months after.the

Miss Frances Hershman, teaching 
in the Commercial Department in 
Swatarai Township, adldressed the 
Commerciantes on Tuesday evening, 
January 12, 1937.

First of all, Elizabethtown is surrounded with six privately endow- 
ed liberal arts colleges and two tax-supported professional colleges, all 
within a radius of seventy-five miles. Each one of these is as old or older 
than Elizabethtown and is an accredited institution. Elizabethtowu JS 
numerically the smallest, and educationally unaccredited. Yet, at leas i 
seventy-five per cent, of our students enter the teaching pro ession in 
direct competition with the students of these institutions. To understand 
our educational policy, we must , ask what compensation does Elizabeth- 
town offer for the superior standing of the competing institutions. 
The answer comes that Elizabethtown offers 

a something that none of these institutions can give. 

This “something” usually implies a definite Christ- 
ian atmosphere, and is somewhat hazily referred 
to as the “Ideals of Elizabethtown.” But these 
ideals have not been clearly defined since I am in 
college, unless they refer to abstinence from to- 
bacco, liquor, card-playing, and dancmg.

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We Challenge You, 

Mr. Chapel Speaker 

The Etownian challenges the chapel speaker of 
Tuesday morning, February 2, to prove the truth and 
show the common sense of two vital issues he pre- 
sented in a talk to the student body. 

The theme of the talk was “contentment”, and 

referred to the degree of contentment, people and 
countries should have today. 

Had the spefaker presented his talk in a joking 
fashion and used illustrations carrying less importance 
to the state of the world today the address would 
have gone by the boar unchallenged, and Mr. Faculty 
member probably woul have been complimented for 
his sense of humor. But the fact is that “he meant 
.what he said”; and forgot that there >are immature 
minds on college hill who were befuddled and prob- 
ably accepted verbatim what was stated from the 
Chapel rostrum. 

Unseemly as it is for a student to challenge a 
faculty member, since the truth and common sense 
of weighty issues affecting the well being of each of 

U8 are at stake we 'will not hesitate to speak.

The two vital issues at stake were: (1) the speak- 
er by using scriptural basis (Luke 3 :14 — and be con- 
tent with your wages) attempted to show that today 
laborers in industries and professions should be con- 
tent with their wages; lest they violate the Bible. (2) 
Using San Marino, a very small country in Europe, 
ias an example of a state content with its extent of 
[territory he attempted to show thlat a key to world 
peace lay in Italy’s (and presumably Germany’s) con- 
tentment with the land and natural resources they 
have today. In other words the dissatisfied countries 
Germany, Italy, and Japan should be content and 
peace will come. 

The first issue concerns a great industrial prob- 
lem today. Shall labor be content with its wages? 

First of all the scripture used by the speaker 
iwas taken out of its context. The statement of John 
to the soldiers “and be content 'with your wages” has 
no reference to the que tion of ordinary wages to 
ordinary workingmen today. Quoting E. Stanley 
Jones, “It was a case where soldiers by oppressing the 
people in various ways exacted from them an addition 
to their wages. John was not preaching contentment 
with a wage scale, but against graft beyond the wage 
scale.” . Bible commentaries in our library support 
Dr. Jones on this point. 

Preaching to people to be content with their 
wages seems to me to be in keeping with the idea 
of Charles Kingsley, the Christian Socialist, presented 
when he said religion is often used as “an opium dose 
for keeping beasts of burden patient.” 

Carrying the speaker’s logic further, were the 
Bible to say, “be ye content with a ‘horse and buggy’ “ 
it ■would be -wrong for me to buy an automobile. 

Our greatest indictment, however, against the 
speaker’s “wage contentment” argument appears by 
Jooking at our state of labor today. In 1929, our 
year of great prosperity, over sevonty.five per cent, 
of non' agricultural families did not have enough in' 
come to provide things necessary to well being and a 
moderate diet based on standards fixed by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.

Alumnus Forsees 
Ed ucati’nalTrend 

Dr. J.|I. Baugher Proffers Chal- 
lenge to American Higher 
Education at Grad Dinner 


Dr, J. I. Baugher, Secretary of 
the General Education Board of the 
Church of the Brethren, addressed 
the Alumni Fellowship Dinner on 
February 13, during the Home-com- 
ing Day festivities. 

In his address, “The Present 
Challenge in American Higher Edu- 
cation,” Dr. Baugher declared: 

Our conceptions of society are 
changing. The basic philosophy of 
American education, that every 
child must have a chance to show . 
what he can do if he is fully de- 
veloped is being snatched up also' 
by our adult population for them- 
selves in addition to an education 
for their children. 

They also believe they can do bet- 
ter if they have more education. 
We used to think of children as 
little adults. Now we think not only 
of a child as a child but we also 
believe that adults are children. 
These conceptions change our whole 
educational program and present a 
real challenge to American higher 
education as well as to all other 
levels of education. There is some- 
thing sad about this when we think 
of infantile adults ahd‘ the ease 
with which present day publicity 
conditions minds, but there is also a 
hopeful side to this viewpoint. The 
institution, public or private that 
can adjust itself to these growing 
needs has a relatively secure posi- 
tion in the hearts of the people to- 
day. On the other hand, institu- 
tions which cannot do this do not 
have such security.

A. Significant organizational 
changes li/ave taken place between 
the church and the related colleges. 

The following facts support this 
statement: since 1900, (1) there has 
been a reduction in the number of 
trustees of the colleges who were

(5) the denominational character- 

istics in the religious activities of 
the college have decreased; (6) 
Catholic colleges invariably adhere 
rather closely to the particular 
theological view of Catholic Church, 
and present their religious views 
through courses in Bible, ethics and 
Church history; (7) the colleges re- 
lated to Protestant Churches are 
not interested in perpetuating the 
theological bias of any particular 
religious group, but teach courses in 
Bible and ethics as an aid to char- 
acter formation. '

At first thought a Ph. D. degree is an ethereal 
something as far removed as a trip to Mars, and as 
untouchable as the untouchable of India. 

It is only when one dissects a Ph. D. that he real- 
izes the very real thing the degree is. 

A first result of dissection of our immediiate case 
reveals that three and one-half years were spent to- 
wards attaining the goal. After a year and one half 
of study in the selected field a subject for thesis had 
to be selected which had never been studied before. 
•Mjare than that the subject of the thesis had to be j 
approved by a Critical Committee of ten, who have 
rejected many a subject. Dr. Baughe’rs thesis, ex- 
tracts of which are found in the Etownian required 
that he survey 313 colleges throughout the country. 

The most tlirilling and most trying time arrives 
now as the aspirant defends his thesis orally before a 
highly specialized committee of four men.

The following t 
facts indicate this change; (1) the i 
percentage of the annual operating 1 
inicome derived! /from contributions ( 
from individual congregations of the 1 
related church has decreased; (2) < 
income from denominational sources 1 
in proportion to the income from ( 
non-denominational sources has de- i 
creased; (3) the percentage of the J 
annual operating income from stu- 1 
dent fees has increased; (4) the 1 
percentage of the annual operating i 
income from the alumni of the col- 1 
lege has increased; and (5) the lo- < 
cal college communities have grad- 
ually assumed greater responsibility 
for the financial support of the col- 
lege. ] 

C. The church colleges, in gen- , 
eral, recognize the fact that the up- 
ward extension of tax-supported 
education has made rapid progress 
since 1900. But only a few of the 
one hundred sixty-three of these 
colleges have made any adjustment i 
in their curricula, tuition fees, or 
requirements for admission and 
g;raduation in response to the jun- 
ior college movement. 

D. Since 1900, the rate of in 
crease in enrollment in higher edu- 
cation in the church colleges has not 
been as high as that in the institu- 
tions of higher education for the 
country as a whole. The Protest- 
ant colleges had a higher rate of in- 
crease in the period from 1900 to 
1925 than ^id the Catholic col- 
leges, but from about 1925 to 1935, 
the Catholic institutions increased 
their enrollment at a considerably 
higher rate than did the Protestant 
colleges. 

Interpretations 

The primary reason for the defi- 
nite change in relationship, which 
has occurred between the colleges 
and the related churches since 1900, 
is found in the problem of financial 
support of the colleges. It is al- 
most a truism, that financial sup- 
port carries with it the right to 
control, and stated conversely, the 
right to control implies the respon- 
sibility to support. The ever-advanc- 
ing standards virtually compelled 
the denominational colleges to seek 
more substantial financial security. 
Those responsible for the adminis- 
tration of these church institutions 
discovered that the financial aid 
coming from the church was inade- 
quate if the colleges were to have 
any assurance of permanency. Con- 
sequently, the colleges looked for 
financial support from sources out- 
side of the church. 

The Carnegie Foundation for the 
Advancement of Teaching was 
founded in 1906. The trustees of 
this foundation ruled that institu- 
tions under denominational control 
would not be eligible to become 


beneficiaries of this fund. This 
brought the colleges face to face 
with the problem of trying to con* 
tinue with inadequate financial sup- 
port from the church on the one 
hand, and with the prospect of re- 
ceiving financial assistance from 
the Carnegie Foundation on the 
other hand. Which horn of the di- 
lemma should' be chosen? A number 
of colleges cast off denominational 
control so as to become eligible for 
funds from the Foundation. From 
these facts it is evident that one 
leading factor responsible for the 
separation of the church and col- 
leges has been the problem of finan- 
cial support. 

In the second place, it it a gener- 
ally accepted f act that differences 
between protestant denominations 
have to a marked degree disappear- 
ed. Consequently, educational in- 
stitutions which were originally 
founded and maintained on the bas- 
is of sectarianism have experienced 
a waning enthusiasm for distinctly 
denominational colleges. As a re- 
sult of this declining denomination- 
al loyalty, there occurred a reduc- 
tion in the financial support given 
to the colleges by Protestant groups. 
In the last analysis, the disappear- 
ance lof denominational differences 
has set up a train of events the final 
results of which are expressed in 
terms of reduced financial support 
to the colleges. Another factor 
which aids in the interpretation of 
the finding of the study is the tra- 
ditionalism of the liberal arts col- 
lege. The apparent indifference and 
aloofness of the church-related col- 
leges to the change in the philosa- 
phy of education, of which the jun- 
ior college movement it an index 
indicates the reluctance of those 
church related colleges to make ad- 
justments. 

I Recommendations 


1. The church’related colleges 
should foster a program of intra- 
and interdenomiWational coopera- 
tion. 

2. The junior college movement 
suggests the need for a reorganiza- 
tion of the four-year college. Th>e 
first two years should be organized 
so as to function as a junior college 
with a possible reduction in studeat 
fees. The junior and senior years 
should be organized as a senior col- 
lege. 

3. There appears to be a grow- 
ing need for a number of strong 
church colleges to devote their re- 
sources to a program of adequate 
training for church leadership. Iji 

this area such institutions could 
render a distinct service in a large 
measure free from the competition 
of tax-supported education.

It holds that it is 
highly important that they be in 
complete volumes and preserved as 
works of reference, and since it 
sells its publications cheaper than 
any other similar publications, cir- 
omlation must be based upon, the 
publication and sale of full volumes 
atecordingly, all subscriptions must 
begin with the January issue. 

The library will also receive the 
publications of the Modern Lan- 
guage Association, which features 
articles of a distinctly scholarly 
type.

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Thirty-Six Seniors 
Received Sheepskins 
Commencement Day 


Helen S. Shertzer Granted

The presentation of sheepskins on 
Monday morning, May 31, thrilled 
many seniors at Elizabethtown 
College and filled the minds of 
many undergraduates with antici- 
pation of thiat momentous occasion 
for themselves. 

Originally, official and educational 
documents were made of buckskin, 
a kind of soft leather of a yellowish 
or grayish color. But now, these 
same kind of documents are writ- 
ten on treiated sheepskins. The 
softness, which is its chief charact- 
eristic, is imparted by using oil or 
brains in dressing it. 

The first usage of the word 
“sheepskin’’ was made by R. Carl- 
ton in the year 1834 when he said 
in refei’ence to a cortemporary, 
“This apostle of ourn never rubbed 
his back agin a college, nor toted 
abcut no sheepskins.''” Again, the 
same winter, in commenting on the 
utter futility of education without 
religion, said, “I can say as well as 
the best on them sheepskins, if you 
don’t get religion .... you’ll be 
lost, teetotally.”

On Monday morning the graduat- 
ing class of 1937 was addressed by 
Dr. Lester K. Ade, Ph. D., A. M., 
A. B., on the subject “A Broader 
Conception of Education”. 

Dr. Lester K. Ade has had an in- 
teresting and marked career in the 
educational field, since his birth in 
Trout Run, Pennsylvania, Julv 27, 
1890. 

After receiving his initial degree 
from Muncy Normal School, Penn- 
sylvania, in 1909, he was elected 
teacher and principal of elementary 
and secondary schools in Lycoming 
County, which position he held until 
1922. During this time he also re- 
ceived his A. B. from Bucknell Uni- 
versity, in 1921. In 1922 he was 
offered the position of Superintend- 
ent of Schools in Muncy, being re- 
tained up to 1927. In 1924 he al- 
so received his A. M. from Bucknell 
University. 

Dr. Ade was Dean of State 
Teachers College, West Chester, 
for the term 1927-28, and then 
transfei'red to Connecticut, where 
he was principal of the State Nor- 
mal School at New Haven, remain- 
ing here until 1935, when he ac- 
cepted the position of Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction in the 
State of Pennsylvania. 

During the World War he also 
served in the A. E. F. located in 
Siberia.’ 

Some of his publications in the 
ed’ucational field are: Marking Sys- 
tems in Use in the .\rts Colleges 
of Pennsylvania, (1926); Compara- 
tive Study of Policies and Programs 
of Municipal Teachier-Preparation 
Institutions in the United States

for Laboratory-School Experience 
in Teaching, (1931); Teacher-Pre- 
paration Curricula in the United 
States, England, France, and Ger-

In adopting a liberal policy we 
adopted the spirit of Youth, 
satisfied with things as they are”, 
asked for a hearing on those of our ideas which savor 
of rationality regardless of whether they contradict 
or agree with authority.

We have found that stimulation of thought is 
the only reason for the Etownian’s existence as it is 
the chief reason for the Professor’s existence. 

We have talked about all “isms”, not fearing 
them because we tried to reason and understand them. 
The professors who stimulate thought at Elizabethtown 
have not been the ones who suppressed our contribu- 
tions in the classroom or asked us to merely accept. 
He has been, quoting Lank again, “the liberal, toler- 
ant minded teacher trained in . . . intellectual ration- 
alization, who yill inbue his students with the same. 
Such a group will not refuse to talk of any ‘ism’. They 
will be prepared to combat fallacy at the threshold. 
Radicalism will have no chance with them. Thus the 
liberal teacher becomes the defender of conservatism 
against radicalism.” In such a class there is a friend- 
ly “give and take” with respect for all sincere opin- 
ions. 

The ETOWNIAN has stood for an open, ration- 
al discussion of all problems. We have tried to ad- 
here to reason, the thing for which Socrates was mur- 
dered 2000 years ago. 


Well, let us look at the other side of the ques 
tion. In regards to luck, Charles Campbell has writ- 
ten in BOY LIFE, “There’s no such thing as luck in 
baseball, or in any other sport, or in anything else. 
You young fellows seem to think a baseball game is 
decided by black cats or horseshoes. It is the better 
team that wins, provided' it plays harder and pulls to- 
gether better than the other team.” That is as direct 
am answer as any to the first argument. 

“We will not be able to keep up the standard 
set in the last two seasons,” someone else has stated 
So what?
